Snowmobiling on railroad 
tracks is illegal and extremely 
dangerous. 

. The majority of snowmobile 
accidents happen at night, 
do not overdrive your head- 
lights. 

. When snowmobiling cross- 
country always use the "buddy 
system"; two machines or more 
in the group. 

. Wear proper snowmobile 
clothing and an approved sa- 
fety helmet at all times.

A complaint about the way 
in which the Deseronto police 
force carries out its duties was 
recently made to the Ontario 
Police Commission.

The complaint, charging 
police discrimination, was lod- 
ged by Mr. Vern Harten, who 
claims that neighbours across 
the street have been treated 
differently than he has. 

The dispute arose over the 
enforcement of the town's by~- 
law regarding overnight street 
parking during the winter mon- 
ths. Cors parked at the road- 
side impede snow removal.

In an interview today, 
police chief Beattie told the 
Scanner reporter that he had 
asked Mr. Harten to remove 
his car which was parked in a 
position where it would inter- 
fere with snow removal. The 
neighbours across the road had 
also parked their cars on the 
stree, but they were positioned 
so as not to impede snow rem- 
oval, so Mr. Beattie did not 
ask that they should be moved.
